Rabid socialistic nympathliore Of 
Magr-ft; vlllaroal and Rivera, the Im- 
prisoned Moxlcan reds, received a de- 
cided rebuff yesterday when they at- 
tempted to Influonco the action of the 
United 8tatc« District Attorney; A 
group of Pasadena agitators addressed 
an open letter to Mr. Lawler In which 
they protested against the Imprison- 
ment of the revolutionists. 

Instead of disregarding what might 
have been deomed an attempt to In 
fluenco Federal Judicial procodure, Mr, 
Lawler, In a dignified and comprehen- 
sive reply, sots forth the reasons for 
the arrost and confinement of the men 
whom the socialists and labor union 
Ilea dub "martyrs." . 

In order to show that tho govern- 
ment Is amply justified n. If.« course, 
the United States District Attorney 
quotes from letters sent by thet prison- 
ers, which show that thi<y not, only 
planned an armed expedition into a 
friendly republic, but were concerned 
In a plot to assassinate the President 
( of .Mexico. < 

The protest of the Pasadena sym- 
pathizers Is but one ot many epistles 
and personal appeals to the local Fed- 
eral authorities to force them to refrain 
from prosecuting the three leaders of 
the Mexican junta. Recently the West- 
ern Federation of Miners voted to con- 
tribute to the so-called "defense fund, 
and socialists and labor untonltes all 
over the country have united in a cam- 
paign to compel the government to 
deal leniently with the revolutionists 
ABUSED PRIVILEGES. 

Many privileges were accorded the 
prisoners in the County Jail, until it 
was discovered that they wore abus- 
ing the confidence of the United States 
Marshal by sending out inflammatory 
messages to their followers and were 
receiving communications highly preju- 
dicial to the friendly relations between 
this country and Mexico, 

For. these reasons, the Federal au- 
thorities ordered that the revolution- 
ists be kept Incommunicado until 
their removal to Arizona. This order 
was the excuse for an avalanche of 
abuse and Invectivo. The local govern- 
ment officers have been assailed with 
Insult and threatened -with personal 
violence If they do not rescind the ob- 
noxious order. 

In line with other documents of simi- 
lar nature, the Pasadena agitators 
sent the following to Mr. I^awler: 

"We, the undersigned, citizens of Pas- 
adena, do hereby protest against the 
Imprisonment and holding of the Mex- 
ican patriots In the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Jail, Incommunicado, at tho bebest 
of the Mexican government." . 

In his reply Mr. Lawler states: "If' 
the parties In whose behalf the resolu- 
tion was adopted, have violated the 
laws of our country, it is my duty to 
taKe the same course with them which 
would be taken concerning any other 
malefactors, and It is your duty to 
do "nothing which will tend to prevent 
the law's vindication' through visita- 
tion upon them ot Its prescribed pen- 
alties." . 

LAW FOR PROSECUTION. 

The law under which Magon, Villa- 
real and Rivera were prosecuted Is 
Quote™ In full. It reads as follows: 
"Every person who, within the terri- 
tory or jurisdiction of the United 
States, begins or sets on foot or pro- 
vides or prepares the means for any 
military expedition or enterprise to be 
carried on from thence against the 
territory or dominions of any foreign 
State or people with whom the United 
Slates are at peace, shall be deemed 
guilty of a high misdemeanor and 
shall be fined not exceeding $3000 and 
Imprisonment not exceeding three 
years." 

In commenting upon this law, Mr. 
Lawler says: "This law hns been upon 
the statute books for more than 100 
years, and its enactment was due In 
large measure to the suggestion of 
Gen. Washington, who, while president 
of the United States, said: 'Where in- 
dividuals shall enter upon military 
enterprises within tho jurisdiction of 
the United States, these offenses can- 
not receive too early and close atten- 
tion srd require prompt and declBlvo 
remedies.' 

"Magon, Villareal and Rivera are 
Mexican' citizens who have been for 
several years domiciled in the United 
States. As visitors within our borders, 
it would seem that the least they 
could do would be to obey our laws. 
Not only, however, have they utterl> 
failed In this, but have committed 
acts which, If permitted to go unpun- 
ished, would involve our country in 
embarrassment with Its neighboring 
republic." , , 

PLOT TO ASSASSINATE. 

To substantiate his assertion that 
the 'three 'leaders of the Mexican Junta 
are not 'only ordinary criminals, but 
are concerned In a plot to assassinate 
the President of Mexico, Mr. Lawler 
quotes from letters written by the pris- 
oners to some of their followers. 

Those doeuments form a part of the 
evidence uppn which the defendants 
will be tried in the Arizona court, and 
are a striking example of the disposi- 
tion of ,the men called "martyrs" by 
morbid sympathizers. 

The following Is an excerpt from a 
letter written by Magon to Martinez, 
one of the agitators: "The authorities 
of the United States will not permit 
the entering in our country of people 
under arms; so, therefore, plan the en- 
tering of compatriots under arms se- 
cretly. The United States win not per- 
mit the organization of forces within 
its territory, eo that the neutral prin- 
ciples between the two nations may 
not be disturbed. Tou must act with 
all reserve, being careful that there 
should be no Information that will In- 
terfere with the march of the revolu- 
tionary organization. We must first 
of all get rid of our rulers. There will 
be ample time afterward to subdue 
the foreigners. The rulers are the 
cause of all our ills and they must be 
hanged." 

In a letter from Magon and Rivera 
to Martinez, It Is stated: "Those who 
from now on should give ^formation 
about the acts or projects of the Junta 
win become condemned to death and 
shall be executed by the revolutionary 
forces or by special agents " 

REVOLUTIONARY PLANS 

In another letter written by Magon 
to one of his lieutenants, he state*' 
"Tou have thought well vour plan f~*" 
taking Nogales. It is wel! to so alone; 
considering other plans lor the taking 
of other places. The more the revo- 
lution is divided, the harder it will be 
to subdue. The Junta Is working hard 
to secure fund? for the revolution I 
am sure that Roosevelt will do all in 
tils power to prevent the fall of his 
ally. Diaz." 

In the general instructions Issued br 



the leaden, It !■ stated. "If the out- 
break in Cttnnnea. which Is expected 
any moment, takes place, all and each 
of the revolutionary groups shall Im- 
mediately uprise in arms. Tho revolu- 
tionary groups shall seouro funds and 
elements from tho offices and ware- 
houses of tho government and in the 
hands of the government favorite!. 
The tyrants will bo shot down without 
formation of c»u»e." 

Mr. Lawler, In commenting upon 
thoao documents, state that they form 
but a mere suggestion of tho vast 
quantity or proof In the hands of the 
government, which show ..he character 
of tho enterprise In which theso men 
wero engaged. . • 

"In reference to tho detention of th«' 
prisoners, incommunicado, against 
which you protest," continues the 
United States District Attorney, "they 
had themselves through th-s press an 
nounced that from their places of con 
flnement they wbro in direct communl 
cation with partle* enraged in active 
hostility against (tie Mcxlcnn authori- 
ties and were giving directions as to 
the conduct of the hostile movement. 
DUTY OF COUNTRY. 

"Up to the time of these announce 
ments, these men had been accorded 
unusual liberties and privileges as 

Erlsoners. Tho duty of this countrv. 
owever, in so far as Its relations with 
the Mexican government were con- 
cerned, not only requires tt to do right 
but to avoid suiplolon of doing wrong. 
To accomplish this result, necessitated 
preventing intercourse by theso de- 
fendants with any persons othor than 
their counsel." , . 

The Federal authorities believe that 
this frank discussion of the status of 
tho reds' cases wll go tar In putting 
a quietus upon sentimental .protests 
against the continued Imprisonment of 
the three Mexicans. 

H-they had not taken a frivolous ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court, the defendants by this time 
would be In Arizona where ball could 
be accoptod and disposition made, of 
the cases. 

Mr. Lawler believes that many per 
sons arc really Ignorant of the ren 
sons back of the Imprisonment of the 
Junta leaders and lie thought that a 
careful and unprejudiced review of 
the evidence might appeal to patriotic 
citizens.
